Thaddeus Stevens--Popular Edueation 


Tbe American press has already noticed the 
death of this remarkable American at his house 
in Wosbington, D. C. in the night of August 
lith, a few minutes hefore 12 o'clock — Flags| 
were at halfmast in Philadelphia and New 
York. Ilis corpse was borne up tbe steps of 
the capitol, as his living body bad been for 
wnths, where it lay in state guarded by color- 
ed troops. Two colored ministezs spent an 
bour in prayer with him, a little before his 
death, aud Mosonie ceremonies were performed 
over his hody by a couple of Romish "Sisters," 
after consciousness lind left it. The press, puz- 
aled with the contradictions met in the life and 
deatb of this great man, has, thus far, given 
feeble, inadeqnate and conflicting utterauces 
over his bier. Two classes of our people ouly 
knew him, the real men of principle, oud the 
blacks. These mourned, nnd in spirit joined 
the loug procession which followed him to the 
grave, 

"I lave made but little history,” he said to 
tlie writer of this article, a few months since; 
and it is true that he bas left few materials for 
a volumo; though one of most stupendous in- 
terest could be written, if what he has done iu 
and for this nation could be clearly and aceu- 
rately statod. He went from Vermont to Get- 
tysburg, Pa., while young, and was a citizen 
of that State until almost cighty yenrs of nge. 
His first political life was in the auti-Masonic 


prety, and his energy and tact gave his party 
success, clected Ritner Goveruor, aua mnae 


Pennsylvania one of the very few States which 
put tbe brand of its political reprobatien upon 
the Lodge. His party was corrupted nnd be- 
trayed,aud so defeated hy Masons who entered 
it, professing to have left the Lodge, hut who 
were only "possiming,” in the politieal phrase 
of the dny, in order to erecp into and destray 
the nnti-Masónic movement. 

It Was dujing the bricfascendont of his suti- 
Masonic patty in the State, that Mr, Stevens 
established the common schoo! system in Penn- 
sylvania, the waut of which was sinking parts 
of thet great Stnte slowly hack to barbarism. 
Stntésmen had often attempted popular educa- 
tion there, but had as often failed. The Ger- 
mans opposed it beenuse they must vote the 
necessary tancs; nud the Quakers, because 
they did not wish their children to be educated 
with the world outside their sect; and the 
democratic leaders, sing German avarice aud 
Quaker scetariauism as so much political capi- 
fal, had always defeated the district sehnol} 

Mr. Stevens overcame these difficulties by a 
pieco of strategy, nud power of eloquence, 
never surpassed in Imman legislation. There 
existed, nt tbe time, the remnant of a State tax 
which had alwnys been unpepulur with the 
Germaus nud the United States’ Bank, sup- 
pressed by General Jackson, needed and sought 
to be re-cliartered as the " United States Bank 
of Pennsylvani 

Stevens drew and presented n Bill "To 
Repeal the State tax, and for certain otber 
purposes.” Among the "other purposes" 
Were a charter of the said bank, nnd n common 
school system for the Stnte! Ile took the im- 
menso bonus which he exacted of tbe bank, 
paid off the trifling remnant of the State deht, 
and divided the remainder into smus appro- 
priated to every aceepting district in Ihe State, 
for budding school honses. The share which 
notracecpting distrlets refused was to accu- 
mulate for three years, and then be divided 
muong the nearest accepting districts! Thus 
he amused the German voters by repealing 
their lated tux; brilied them to educate tbeir 
owt citildren hv a fund within tbeir reach 
aecumtilating three years nud then, if rejected, 
going to tbeir neighbors; and flattered their 
democracy hy giving them a law which they 
€oitld submit to or reject ca they chose. Thus, 

| while the democrats tised the iguorance, weak- 

| ness, nnd nvarice of the peoplo for tho detesta- 

ble und selfish purpose of seeuring majorities, 

Mr. Stevens used the same frailties of the peo- | 
ple for thelr good, aud the good of unborn 

generations! 4 

Tt was in the final struggle on that common 
school hill that Mr. Stevens made his great 
Speech, the greatest rhetorical effort of hiis life, 
the ecliocsund reverberations of which will not 
die ont of the State, until the last man dies who 


it was drawn. The Demecrats of that great 
State could not all hear ond he influenced hy 
that speech; the speceh itself could never he 
printed; nnd party drill would bave defcated 
the school-law, hut for its wedge-wise construc 
tion. Catholics, Germans and Quakers were 
allinroked nguinst it. A multitudo of districta 
refused to accept tbe law nt first, hut came into 
the measure before the threo years were up, 
rather than lose their sharo of the money! The 
Superintendent of Schools of the State, in his 
annual report to the Legislature, sbnded the 
Ron-accepting districts, and left the accepting, 
blank; and his reports for the three years of, 
probation ara n curiasity to see,—the hlack 
spots fading and tbe light onen gaining on the 
dark ones, until the fear that their neighhor- 
ing districts would get the moncy, induced ey- 
ery district to nccept, where there was mind 
and intelligence enough to do so. 

In Stevens own (Oettysburg) distriet a 
young lawyer whom Stevens had educated 
hroke from his lead, called a meeting of his 
constituents, and, relying on several hundred 
Catholic voters, and the German hatred of the 
temperance cause—whieh Stevens, wbo drank 
notbing hut water and milk, holdly advocated, 
undertook to throw him out of the Legislature, 
and take his place. Steyons replied to the let- 
ter of this meeting, telllng them that he would 
hear snd respcet their instructions or the prin- 
eiples of the party; but when he wanted their 
advice as to education or religion, he would 
ask it! Upon this "insult to his constituents," 
as it was callid, his opponent stumped the dis- 
trict ngaiust lim. Stevens went down and 
attended bis oppouents mectings, sceepted 
hoth the educational aud temperance issues, 
conyinced the honest Germans tbat tbe plan 
wos to make their children ignorant and drunk, 
so ns to get tbeir liberties away! and went 
back to Harrishurg with greater majorities 
than ever!!

Earthquake in South America, 


Panama, Sept. 4. 

The most terrible earthquake that 
ever occurred on the coast of South 
America took place on the 13th ultimo. 
At first hut little was known of: the 
dreadful catastropho that had visitod 
with deadly effeet nearly every eity on 
tho eoast. The events of tho 13th and 
14tb ultimo, at Cullao, of whicb you 
buvo been already informed, wero but 
premonitory revelations of tho great 
disaster that had oocurred, he sea it 
was known had heen greatly Siem 
had risen to a. great height and inun- 
dated a great part of tho city, but be- 
yond driving many persons from their 
honies in the terror in which the fury 
of tbe elements is well ealeulated to 
inspire, it was believed no serious dis- 
aster had occurred. When the tfuth

erciscd in sucb a ense, men are led to despiso 
publie justice, or rather, tbe mere mockery of 
Justico, whioh they witness; and if they are 
tho objeets of it, the only effect is to irritate 
them, and stir them up to new rege and mutiny, 
For they naturally, and, in a senso, reasonably, 
oonelude that, if this is all thoir crimo deserves, 
it deserves notbing. They understand this mis- 
placed lenity as a confession that the govorn- 
mout dare not or ought not to considor them ns 
criminals nt all, but patriots fighting, justifiuhly, 
for their rights.

I was told by a respect- 
able clergyman, whom I estecnied, nnd in whom 
I plaood implicit coafidonce, who had taken 
many degrees of tho order, that thoro waa in 
tbat institution, that which was excocdingly 
valuolila to defino eortain passagos of soripturo, | 
which could not be satisfactorily explained) 
without masonic light: many passages in tho 
opistles of Paul, and in tho revolation of John 
the divine, to somo of whioh we have hind nllu- 
sion, wero to bo scen fu their literal moaning in 
tho eorcmonics of the lodgo and chapter, T 
ond many other eonsidorations which time 
would fail moto mention, indueed me to apply 
io a respeeted fricad and relativo, to proposo 
mo as n candidate for the lodge s he cheer- 
fully did, 

"I was proposed to the lodge before knowing 
anything of tho outrago on William organ. 
T should have known theso facts if, as has been 
stated, the publie press had not been muzzled. 
But nt that time there wns not s paper in Maa- 
sochusetts, and I know not of any in the Now 
England States, that dared to record a syllable 
in respect to these facts. I was entirely igno- 
rent of what had taken place at Batavia 

^ After I was proposed to the lodge, 1 acci- 
dentally had an opportunity to see onc of Mor- 
gan's books. It was pul into my hands by a 
Freo Mason, merely to cxoile my curiosity, with 
this declaration: that the book was put in etr- 
culation to accomplish a political purpose, and 
that of makiag money by tbe compiler. thal 
this book tho compiler had incorporated certain 
formalines in tha Book of Constitutions and 
Monilor, and seat i! forth to the world as) 
Masonry, and wished me to see what imposition 
was practised. I gave the book a eursory read- 
ing. I said to myself, this eannot be Free- 
Masonry ; it is too frivolous. It did excits my 
curiosity, It led mo to converso with respecl- 
able members of the institution, relative to the 
subjceis therein contained. 

" I conversed with a member of the institu- 
Dice t=) Sie) Taland: whel rae 
man of bigh character in the fraternity, nnd a 
member of the encampment, who had been 
master of a lodge for many years, and wue 
estoemad what was technically called, a. bright 
Mason. He told mo Morgan's illustrations gave 
tho fraternity nouncasiness whatever. Ho said 
it did not touch tho subject of Frce-Masonry ;) 
that it had nothing to do with tho secreta of 
thot institution. Ile supposed thnt Morgan was 
a Mason, anda man of some nddress, bul n 
wortbless follow of no character, a miscreant 
and drunkard; and ibat he wos not murdered. 
If be was murdored at all, it was aot by Mason: 
but that the mob bad hesct him on this pri 
ciple. They enid that if he told the truth, he 
ought to dio for violating those solemn obliga-| 
tions, which ho professed tobavetaken ; if nol, | 
he ought to dio for imposing upon tbs publio, 
In eonsequonco of what wes said by this gen- 
tleman, and ns I had been proposed to the lodge, 
I went forward and was initialed.

Two Rales for Interpreting Masonic

_A really tolented and distinguished Presid. 
dng Eldor of the St. E, Church, la defending 
secret societies, at the close of it very enrnest 
and rousing passage suddenly paused, aud 
letting his voice fall to a nicdltative and con- 
versational tone, said:—" Once upon a time, 
thirty years ago, I joined a, seerct society. T 
lavo heen n member of it over since, nnd hope 
to be till I dle. The pledge has never been 
violated: I have fonnd It a most hlessal ar 
rangemont, ani am quito eertain God was the 
author of it, Do you ask mo when was that * 
Tt was when I was married,” This brought 
down the house. Good ‘Templars and Masons 
whose delighted eountenances and hoisterous 
pluudits seemed to say, the controversy is 
settled, nnd scoret societles are of divino right 
and origin, D 


Now let us apply a fow tests of sense and 
reason to this favorite argnment of the lodge 
men. 

A secret society is one whieh exacts of every 
member a pledgo or oath of perpetuul seerecy 
as to, its signs, passwords, and doings, as an 
invariable condition of Initintion, Do hus- 
bands and wives take and glyo nny auch oaths 
or pledges” Do their elilldren do lt nsu eon- 
ition precedeut to their comlng into the fam- 
ily? 'Do servants come in on any auch 
conditlon? Are sueh pledges oxacted of vi 
ltors? Isa grip or & pnss-word the indispe 
sablo means of getting into a family on errands 
or business? As for ourselves, we havo llyed 
in different families for almost 10 years; have 
united hunilreds of couples in marriage, und 
nttended numerous weddings where others 
officiated, and have ourscif been three times 
married, and we never administered, nor took, 
nor heard ndministered or taken on any such 
occasion nny such pledgo whatever, nor even 
so ninek as nn allusion to lt—and in! our siin- 
plieity we renly supposed thnt tho partica 
were left at perfect liberty to concen] or reveal 
their domestie transactions according to cach 
one’s sense of propriety or duty, und we really 
supposed that children und servants and yisit 
ors enjoyed the same perfeet liberty. What If 
some strange nnd pretentious family wero to 
come to town, and It is soon ascertained that 
every member of the family js uuder a most 
binding covenant to nhwnys coneen! and never 
reveal the saylngs or doings of the (gmlly 
circle, aud that they’ have scoret signs and 
pass-words by which to recognise each othe r 
and that without these signs and words noue 
can pass their thireshold—nor obtain the signs 
and words without a most solemn and binding 
pledge of perpetuni secreey ns to all they mny 
sec or hear in that family, Could any reason- 
ablo man or woman peraunde themselves that 
honesty and virtuo were the things covered by 
suelh secrecy? Would not sueh a fnmily he 
more likely to he visited by detectives and 
policemen thun he troubled with ealls from 
respectable nnd virtuous people? Do you 
still say, notwithstanding this, families do have 
their secrets, which ull who enter them are 
bound In honor not to divulge? This is 
true, and herein le scopé' lor discretion and 
considerate kindness—bnt no pluce for the 
boudnge of oaths or pledges of perpetno] se- 
ereey. There sre things dally oveurring in all 
families that would not he porticularly edify- 
ing to be made the subjeet of thoughtless or 
innlieious gossip. But whatever of secreey or 
privacy is proper td be observed in these wat- 
tera is natural nnd not artificinl or made-up 
secrets—nnd tbe secreey to be proper is to he 
voluntary and not coerced, nrbitmry, and oath- 
hound and perpetual. Talk about n family 
being n seeret society, where if there is not 
perfeet herty In the nintter, it is because there 
is iniquity and tyranny In the case] Tolk 
nhout a family heing u seeret society, when 
there is not a man, woman, or child, or should 
not be, but was horn in a famnily,nnd bas lived 
In a family all their days. Seeret! and yet 
everybody knows what a family is and wlot 
belongs to a family. Must you read every 
eopy of this nmmher of the Ovsosunz, or ull 
the copies that you do not reud be secret 
documents to yout If you know one, don't 
you know thé whole edition’ If you kuow 
the nnatomy of any living creature, don't you 
know the anutomy of the whole species?

hut He has not blessed my son Juhn and his 
‘wife, Thinking it alf over to-night, as I have, 
reclining in my casy chair before the fire, I 
have come to the conclusion that my blessings 
and my son John's cnrse are attributable to 
the difference in our wlyes. 

For some of these differences vide below. 

As a lass, my wile was bred at home in a 
good many oltl-fashioued notions like the honor 
due parents, voueration to superiors, the value 
of time, human accountability, and woman's 
responsibility, Sbe was instructed, moreover 
In the art of bread-making, and u variety of 
useful employments. 

My son John's wife received her education 
‘at one of the fashionable bonrding-schools 
that turn ont young ladies with oll the mod-| 
ern improvements. Among these improve- 
ments, so called, was the eonviction that pater- 
familias, as she learnedly duhbed him, was a. 
dear old fellow to pay bills, s ichcious snrt 
of'bunking inatitntion, that hail no eredit w 
ges in its system of book-keeping, and never| 
balanced acconnts. Fartber than this, pater 
was something of an old fogy, whose opinions. 
were entirely out of date, and too rediculous 
for respeet or adoption. Mater familias, also, 
was a very good womauin her way. As n 
medium of commuuieation between berself. 
and her exchequer, she had no equal, and a 
Detter endorser with the family banker conl! 
not be found. But mater, too, was full of oh- 
golete notions, mul not up to the times by any, 
manner of means. 

Another modern improvement was the con- 
viction that the time uot consumed in eating, 
drinking, sleeping, dressing, party-going, aud 
novel-reading, was su unmitigated bore, to be 
killed hy any possible expedient. 

The other modern impro vemeuts were main- 
ly, playing indifferently ou the pinuo, paint- 
Ing poorly iu oils, daneing gracetuily, 
skilfully, gossiping recklessly and iloing noth- 
ing genteelly. 

Asa lass my wife was & huxom woman, 
glowing with henlth and happiness. Gh, the 
redness of her plump check, and the hright- 
ness of her sparkling eyes! She did not need 
to respond in her hearty, merry tones, inquiries 
after her health, "I am very well, I thauk 
you.” Her rosy cheeks and rounded form, 
and clear, strong tones attested her well be- 
ing. 

Asa lass, my son John's wife was a pale and 
fragile creature—like n lily or a snow-finke, 
said John. She hed mild, languid eyes, and 
a thin, baby voice, that responded faintly to 
queries nfter her health, "I am misersble to- 
day," and the next day would say, "Iain not 
so well to-day as I was yesterday.’ 

Asa married woman, my wife's nerves are 
a help to herand me; hut I am of the opinion 
thet the nerves of my son John's wife are 
more of a hindrance than a help. There is 
the same difference in the heads and hesrts| 
and hones and baeks of the two women. My 
wifes head plans, contrives, considers and 
designs. Tbehead of my son's wife aches, 
throhs, and isalways ready to split. My wife's 
hesrt isa good, steady, hnman heart, full of 
pure blood, and the seat of womanly affections. 
The heart of my son's wife is the seat of dis- 
ease, and its blood laeks iron. My wife's bones 
are equal to dutics incumbent upon sound 
bones; hut the bones of my son's wife are de- 
ficient in lime, soda or magn: and are full 
of aches nnd pains. My wife's hack is streng 
enough to bear the burdeus of the day, but} 
the hack of my son's wile is always brokcu 
and troubled with lumbngo. 

My wife takes for a model the virtuous wo- 
man in Proverbs —” Sho riseth while it is 
yet night, and giveth meat to her household 
and bread to her maidens.” 


My son John's wife arises townrd noon, and ^ 


has very indistinet notions of what klod of 
ments the bousehold is fed with, or what klud 
of bread her moidens nre eating.

Lord of glory." Whero was this bensted sys- 
tem of light, knowledge und wisdom at the time 
Paul wrote the above words! Wbero was it 
whon the Lord of giory was crucified? Did or 
did it not join in the blooil-thirsty cry, " eruci- 
fy him} crucify bim ?” As Masons bave euch’ 
valuablo, minuto and infallible traditions, lot 
tham enligbten us on this point. 

But let us bear Paul again: "Eyo hath not 
seen, nor car heard, neither bath entered Into 
the heart of man, the things which God hath 
prepared for them that love him. , But God 
hath revealed them unio us by his Spiait.” No 
Masonic eye ever eaw them! No JMfosonv enr 
ever heard them! No Jfasonie liparl ever con- 
csivod them! They were God's mysteries hid 
for ages from tho wiso of earth, but in duc time 
rorenled unto the apostles of Christ by tho. 
spirit of God. And in their revelation we read 
tho power wistom and goodness of God ? f 

Wo know the high protentions oharaoter of 
buman wisdom. lt is proud, dogmatic and 
bombastio, But if the reader will enrefully ex- 
amino the firat and second chaptere of Paule 
letters to the Romane, he will tbere find tha 
truo value of such wisdom.

Paul saye: © For Iam uot ashamed of the 
gospel of Cbriet, for lt lå the power of God un- 
to salvatinn to every one that,believetb; o tho 
Jows first and aleo to tho Greck." Thero is, 
then, no otber powor of God to salvation, ond 
no other moans by which men can bo saved 
? For therein ia the rightoousnoes of God reveal- 
ed from faith to faith; as ik is writton, the just 
shall live by faith. For tbo wrath of God is 
revealed from heavon agninst all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men. who hold the truth 
in unrighteousness’ Tho existenoe of God was 
a malter of revelation, and in no other ‘Way 
oould the Idea of one Supremo Creator buvo, 
ever como into tha world, or into tbe mind of 
man. And this was tho gront truth’ whioh men 
hold "in unrighteousness." " Becauso that 
whieh may be known of God is manifeet in (t0) 
them; for God bath showed It unte them. For 
tho tnvisiblo things of him from tho creation of 
the world are clearly seen, boing understood 
by tha things that are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhend; so that they are withbut 
axeuso,” Without excuso for what?

been the vignificntion of common or profane, 
unholy, opposed to tbat wbioh is holy or consc- 
erated. Erom komos we havo koinoo, which 
primarily means to communicate, to share, 
Then &oinoneo, distributing, joint partakera, to 
bave in common, pariake, abnro in, participate 
in, &o, Then follows koinonia, community, fel- 
owsbip, society, participation, communioo, 
ation, imp^rling of honefits, &e.— 
os, inclined to society, social, ready 
to communieate or impart henefite, &o.

Tbo church of Cbrist ie a body, a common- 
wealth, a community, and Koinonia relates to 
tbe work and the obligations or duties of that 
community, 35 well ne to the relationship wbicb 
it sustains to God, to Christ, to the Holy Spi 
to the goopel, Av. In the church there isa 
Joint fellowship of God's eon; n joint-commun- 
lon of the body o & joint 
eommunion or p 
a joint purticip of tho eufferings of Christ. 
Bat these thing- l» not spply to any institution 
exoept He chuch And this brings us to the 
great queetion at issue. With reference to the 
world and the institutions of men, or their 
societies and fraternities in which thoy have 
one koinos, or oommon intorest, or one purce or 
treasury, the command is absolute and impora- 
tive for obrisunnsto have no joint participation, 
communion or fellowship with them. And if 
wo establieh this posilion, the question whether 
ehristians should belong lo 1b societies or 

not, or, belonging to ihom, whelher or not, on 
beeoming christians, they should not abandon. 
thom, In seripturally und forever settled, 

Koinoneo, when used with reference to those 
thinge which aro legitimate, lawful end right, 
1s a. joint fellowsbip, contribution distribution, 
end participation. And when used with refer- 
ence to things interdicted, its meaning is Ibe 
same. And now whnt does tho apostle say T 
He says to Timothy, "Lay hands suddeuly on 

neither be partaker, kcinoneo, of other 
men’s eins." There evidently was a way in 
whieh Timothy might heoome a joint partaker 
of the sins of others, and hence tke injunction. 
Again, tbe apostle John soyo. “Whosoever 
trsnsgrosseth, and abideth not lu Ibe. doctrino 
of Ghriot, hath not God. He that abideth in 
the dootrine of Christ, he hath both the Father 
and the Son. If there come any unto you, and 
bring not this doetrino, receive him not into 
your bouse, neither hid him God-epeed. For 
he that hiddeth him God-speed io partaker— 
koinoneo—of hle evil deeds,” 

Christians would do well to note this passago 
for unlyersal Free- Masonry is aChristless insti 
tulion, and all tho membora of the fruternity 
are joint partakers of all that apportni, 
Every christian belongiug to il, or who joins i 
bide It God.speed, nnd is a joint pariteipator in 
its evil deeds.

Tho infids) or unboliever is » son of Belial or 
Satan, and betwesn bim and Christ, and bs- 
tween the followere of Belin] and thoso of Christ 
thore should be no concord. This is a musical 
term, and the original symbponies, expresses 
the barmonious agrcomsnt of all tbo nctes and 
sounds. 

In Masonry thers is an oath-bound concord, 
or symphonesis, which is einful in the sight of 
God, and clearly forbidden in hie word, Christ 
is excluded from the institution, and in the 
hearing, and with tbe oanction of his professed 
followers, his name Ie ignored in all their pray- 
ers, ond expunged from bie own inspirrd word, 
See Webb's Monitor, pp 98, 180, 181. 

* And what ngreement (connection) hath the 
temple of God with idols?" The tomple of God 
is the ohuroh of tho living God, and between it 
and pagan lemple rites and ceremonies, tbore 
should be no connection, But in Speoutative 
Free-Masonry, thore io a cobneolion made by 
all thoso ohrislians who belong to the order, 
which is positively forbidden, "For ye oro 
Ihr of the living God ; as God hath enid, 
1 will dwell in them, and walk in tbom; and 
1 will bo thoir God and tbey shall bo my peo- 
plo.” Ta not tbe temple of God onougb for 
obriotiano—the temple in which God dwella by 
a Holy Spirit?

Cno out from unbolievere in all 
their kainonia—their communities, sooictios, 
lodges, ordera, fraternities, or whatever else 
they may rall them Come out | The command 
Isimperwive, It is God that speake! Be yo 
separatol Touch not tbe unolean thing, and 1 
will receive you. Break off tho yoke of bond- 
age from your neok, and ''staud fast in the 
liberty wherewith Cbrlst hath made you free," 
Come oul from their fellowship, their eontribu- 
lien, their commu i You 
belong te Cbriot, and must not servo auy other 
master. You belong to Chriet, and bavo no 
right to form any euch eo-partnerabipa. 

Do you tell me that all this means only that 
boliovere must not marry with nobelivvoro? 


| Where is the proof? Thero is none. Tho grest- 


er always inoludea tbe lessor, and tho command 
whioh we have now considered, embraces all 
alliances of this charactor. And If a christian 
may "only marry in the Lord,” hy what right 
will he form an agreement with deistie an 
fidel institutions—iustitutions to wbicb bois 
bound by ties even stronger than those wbioh 
bind tho husband snd wife togetber! The 
lnngunge of Paul is not to be a0 construod, nad. 
todo wo,isto handle the word of God deoeit« 
fully, Some professing ehristinns, preaehors, 
and even editors, tell us they bave no busines 
with ouch questions as these. That their busi- 
ness ls to preach the gospel to sinners. Indeed 1 
Then their bueiness ie only with the first part 
of the commission, and to teech disciples all 
things whatsoever he bas commanded thom, iu 
no part of their work! Their businoss is sim- 
ply to mark the sheep, and turn them loose for 
the wolves to devour, And this, by tho way, 
appesrs to be tho ivo common pruetico among 
us. Thore is a greal rage for proselyling or 
making converte, and thai, too, without propor 
regard to the quahfentions of men. 

When aman takes the oath of allegiance to 
one government, it ie taken for granted that he 
abjurco all alleginuoe to all other governments 
under heaven. But how is lt inthie caso? A 
man believes on Christ and oheys him. He 
inkes what we mny not Inaptly eall an oath of 
allegiance 10 him government, while, at the 
name time, he owes allegiance to another gov- 
ernment, unlversal and despotie in its character 
and refuses to renouuce allegiance! ls this 
right? ls it oonsistent! Is it in barmony 
the requirementa of ibs gospel, er the de- 
manis of the King? Wa affirmit is nelther, 
and challenge proof tothe contrary. And If 
our brethren who profess to be such great otiek- 
lers foro "thus saith the Lord," can find no 
nuthority for edhoring to tho vnrlous secret fra- 
ternities of the day, to tho groal grief of their 
brethren and sistore, we shall expeot them to 
be consistent, and abandon them forever And 
if they do not this, we protest, in tbe nama of 
Christ, against their course as nol " heooming 
the gospel of Cbrist." 

Qne thought more. We read of tho elements 
and of tho world, and the word stoikion is used 
hy the apostle Paul to dosignate the obscrvan- 
oes and hurdeusomo rites oommon to Jewish 
and heathen worship, and tho elementary or 
rudimental principles of the world nnd world- 
ly iustitutions, Paul sayo: Even eo we, when 
we were ohildren, were in boudage under the 
elements of the world, hut, when the fulnoss of 
tlme was eomo, God sent forth his Son, made 
of a woman, mado under tho law, to redeem 
them that woro under the law, tbat wo might 
recoive tho adoption of sone," Gatalians 4:3-9 

When they were ehildren in knowledge, they 
wera in bondage under the elements of tho 
| world,” and '' did service to them which hy na-| 
ture no are gods, 
have known Ged, or rather are known of Ged,

Beware lest 
sny msn epeil you tbreugh philosepby and vain 
deceit, sfter the traditien of men, after the ru- 
diments (stoifvon, elements) ef the werld snd 
not after Chriot," The seoret ordera of this age 
ars characterized hy a false philosophy, vain 
solf-concoit and deceit, tho traditions of men, 
after the elements of tbe world, and not after| 
Cbrist.” Christ is left out and an earthly Grand 
High Priost usurps bis place anil office, and sets| 
aside hie authority and tbe merito of his aton- 
ing blood! 

And professing ehristions bid ths anti-cbri 
tian thing God-specd. Thie they do by joining 
adbering and openly or tacitly defending ths 
institutions of men whose elemente aro of the 
world, the flesh and Satan, "and not after 
Christ." What eacuss can they render now, or 
at the judgmont-seat of Christ, for such oouduot? 

Tbe reason given by ths apostle why ob: 
tians should not be guilty in the abovo prsmi- 
eos is, "Forin Him (Cbrist) diwelleth aB tbo| 
fulness of the Godhcad bodily, And you ae 
complete in Him, who is the head of aB princi- 
pality and power." Christiane "complete in 
Chriot,” and yet go back to the weak and beg- 
gnrly elements of the world? In sbnme we 
write it. 

But hear Paul again: © Wherofore, if ye be 
dead with Christ from the rndimente (stovtion— 
elements) of the world, why, ss though living 
in tho world, nre you subject lo ordinances af- 
ter the commandmonts and docirines of meti 
The command "Touch nol, taste not, bno- 
dle not," whioh all are to perish with tbe ueing. 
And yet professing obrictians touob, tasto ond 
handle with delight, but to tbo evident disgust 
and loathing of their brethren. 

Tbeso things, as Paul says, may " bave in- 
deed a show of wiodom,'’ but it is all " will- 
worship," upon which God looks down in an- 
gor, and for whieb thero is no reward except 
in tho fires of bell. Christians must bs doad 
with Christ from all tbe rudimenta of the world, 
Why, yes why, are tbey subject to tho ordi- 
n&noeo, commandmonts and doctrines of ment 
It must be because instead of being dead they 
are ative to them. 


We bave answered thia great and important 
question, but cannot close thie tract without ad- 
ding a few row rks touching tbe fearful respon- 
sibility of profeosing christians in this matier. 
They bavo given their influence to these socie- 
lies and inelitutions by uniting with thom, eon- 
tributing of their meane for tboir support and 
hy dofending them as notonly barmless, bnt 
useful, praiesworthy, and even obristian. Tho 
"'gheriot wheels’! of all secret nrdere would 
have dragged beavily, had not tbe members 
and minister of religion givon them counte- 
nonce and respectability. Instead of their 
being a help to tho oburch, thooburch has belp- 
ed them, ond elevated them in tho estoem of the 
virtuous and good. And to-day, bul for the 
eupporl they havo from the ohurob, her mi 
ters and editore, tbey would wither and die un- 
dor tho blighting influence of their own oor- 
ruption. Theee ecorat orders look to tbe ohuroh 
for countenance, and to preacbere, oditors and 
doctors of divinty for enpport and oneourage- 
ment. And thus, to a very grent extent, ie the 
churob reeponsiblo for aB tho miechief thoy 
aro doing. She 19 nursing in ber bosom and 
warming intolifo e viper, wbicb, in tbe end, 
will sting her to death. Theso are eevere but 
trutbful words, 

Let the cbaine whieh bind them together bo 
broken ; let tbe conneetion be dissolved ; let all 
the cords be snapped asunder, and tho church 
be free of all such unholy allianecs, and prepnre 
herself as a obaste bride, for her husband ; that 
when ho comes it may in truth be sail of her: 
‘Let us bo glad and rejoice, and give honor to’ 
Hum, for tho marriage of tho Lamb bas come, 
and his wifo hath made herself ready ”

lt was sealed for us by our Revolu- 
tionary Forefathers. 


Free speech is guaranteed by the United 
States Constitution. It is of fundamental 
importance. If a community is to remain 
intelligent, self-respecting and self-governing, 
it must guard jealously its right to discuss, in 
an orderly assembly and unmolested, any 
institution or principle which affects society. 
To discuss individuals, however, and person- 
ally criticize or condemn them, is quite another 
matter, and the guaranty of free speech does 
not justify indulgence in personalities. 


Thru the encroachment of selfish 
interests and organizations and the 
indifference of the people this price- 
less birthright may be lost!! 


It was saved for us by our Fathers 
in the Civil War. 


Slavery had destroyed free speech in the 
South; and reaching into the north it had put 
a price upon the heads of men who wrote or 
spoke their convictions. Ithad even invaded 
the United States Senate and sought to stifle

free speech, as was instanced by the assault 
on Charles Sumner and the attempt to mob 
Thaddeus Stevens. The Civil War saved not 
only the South, but also the North. Freedom 
of speech and the press were restored, and 
‘the Constitution was preserved.

The old conflict must be fought over again. 
Bills have been introduced into Congress and 
into some State Legislatures to prevent criti- 
cism of established institutions.

This is n 
signifcunt ‘fact, and lllustrales a fundamentat 
prineiplo of Masonry, viz, that every Mason is 


cape, be had trusted that the favorahle truibs , 


bound by mosi solemu obligations to protect Iho 
craft from reprouch, Even the interests of in- 
dividual members must. he sacrificed to protect 
the craft. Tence, when ono is involved in 
crime, he is hound to get out of hia Ireuble, if 
possible, without even letling bimself he kuown 
nsn Mason to his brethren. Io is hound not 
lo tux aud annoy them wilh bis criminal trouble 
uatil the last hope is gone. The reason of this 
requirewent is quit» apparent, ff a criminal 
Mason reveals himselt lo his brelhren, be 
thereby throws upon them tho responsibility of 
concealing Iho fact from the worlil; for if Ihe 
world knows him le he a Mason, Ilo oratt ie 
subjected fo suspicion. Anil as every commun- 
ity of Musons has members in. it who would be 
liable to expose the fuct of bis membership to 
the worll, nnd would not sympathize with a 
connirauce Lo aid blm, he is required to * lock 
up hand ard lip,"*--to keep his secret to himself, 
and get out of his own Iroublo if ho ean. But 
in the Inst extremily, when ho can "stund nlone 
no longer,” he may give "the ancient sign of 
which is a "token that no Free-Muson 
can refuse,” as says Mr. Morris, 'Phla sign 
comeanils recognition and aid, where the oraft 
ismotendangereil. Tt secures much aid in ihe 
Third or Master's Degree; bwt in the Seventh 
or Royal Arch, and all higher degrees, it se- 
cures ail Ibe aid Ibat cuu bo rendered by indi- 
vidualz, with safely lo the craft, provided Ihe 
crime is not committed agniusl the craft or any 
of its niemhers, 

This aid is demanded not of a lodge, but of 
individual Masons. 


4. "In testimony of his gratitude, and to

No aedeias will be mingled with tho ashes of one 
who has ofleu dropped the first sprig in the 
grave of his brethren. * * * * * # OT 
implore you—sce! it ie upon n kneg never 
before bent savo unto God. I beseech you for 
Ibat aid which will enablo mo to esenpe and 
proseeute tbis seureh. I will return agnin. 
My pledge ib the plighted word of tha aucient 
king, and within three months you shall beliold: 
mo here, with indisputable proofs of innocence, 
or to go to that death (o which tliis community: 
bns devoted me, Then let your tenrs plead for! 
me, and when in your own death hour you 
shall bo called to wresllo with the king of 
Terrors, ob, mny you bavo a quiet beart in 
the remembranco of your Masonic nid to- 
night." 

Mark, the nid desired and rendered (the aid 
to break jail) is acknowledged to be '! Masonic 
aid." The method of rendering it is seen ns we 
proceed wilb the (ale. 

5. '"The eommittee relireil to report the result 
of (heir eonferenco (o their brethren, and eo 
mnoh wera their own hearts affected by the 
earnest appeals of Ihe prisoner, that they could 
bordly resist tho desiro 1o muko confidanis of 
the others in the mysterious faeta of bis history. 
Every comfort was libernlly purobased, by order 
of the loge, and the chaplain directed to make 


dislress, 


regular vjsils to tho condemned man, in whieh ' 


well ehosen kindness a large and respectable 
committee was selected to assiet him. 

Every proposition that tended (o alleviata bis 
sufferings nnd emooth lis passage to death wae 
entertained and adopted, but not a voiee,---not a 
wlisper,—-in answer to his appeal for escape. 
The commiltce slid not even feel il righ! 1o men- 
tion his request to the lodge; for it must be ra- 
membered that the documents, so satisfactory. 
to them, in support of his innacenec, and whicb 
alone could justify any person in iwlerfering. 
with the laws, wers impnrted in the strietest 
confidence fo the committee, So the lodge, 
having done what an enlarged charily dictated, 
adjonrned ; and lo them their brother seemed 
given over to die.” 

Hers we have an illustrnlion of tho method 
of " Masonic nid," where law needs 10 hé vio- 
lated for tha relorss and protection of criminal 
Mnsous, 

Notiee, the lodge did not provide tor Ihis 
demand, tor did it even know thal Ihe convict 
nsked*for relense. Why not? Tho aid desired 
sas'' Masonic aid." The reason is obvious: 
In every lodge there nre members who have 
some consolence nnd some feclings of palriolism, 
—may ho professors of religion or preachers of 
the gospel, --who do not ses that their Masonic 
obligations extend so für, and who would resoli 
at such a violation of law, und perhaps bz driven 
by their conscientious scruples 10 even renonnee 
Masonry, if they knew it demanded such con- 
duct, as mony Masons have done, Hence Ihe 
committee, understanding their business, "did 
not even feel it right to mention bis request to 
tho lodge," but procceded, as is shown, o ren- 
der this " Masonic aid" on their own responsi- 
bilily, and iu a more piivato and Masonic man- 
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uer. For it must bo borne in mini tbat o longe their obigations towaril acknowledged crini 
is an organized body of Third Degreo Mosons, nnls. For it will be seen that both Ibese nien 
Ibat all Masons of, that degree are admilted io regarded Willon as a “hase, cold-hlooded mur-

Ilis * tloeu- 
ments" showed bis Masonie slanding, nud this 
commiltes evidently underslood that hie "'an- 
oieet sign of distress" slemanided more of them 
thon it did of a mere lodge of Muster. Masons; 
so lhey (Iwo of them) proceeded to give him 
"every bonorublo nid 

€. "Bui there were two of the committee 
whose oharity was oot thus restrained. They 
look upon Ihemselyes the trouble, aided by an 
experienced lawyer (a Free-Masob), to collate 
all the facts produced on Irial, for and agains! 
the prisoner, assisted hy thoso very imporlaut 
oues produced hy himself and disclosed te them 
in prison. Theu, slaling il ns an assumed case, 
they procured the writteu opinion of tho most 
eminen! couescl at court, aubstnnlixted hy the 
heuch itself, and found jt nearly uusnimeus iu 
favor of tbo prisoner's acquittal, — Thst no 
sligma might fall upon Ihe crafi, they next nd- 
dressed themselves to Willon himself, and pros 
oured from him n certifieute in adyauce, Ihat no 
one had n share in hia liberation but Ihemsrlves, 
"Thus fortified, they supplied him emily in the 
night wilh the meang of escape, and wo hare 
seen how successfully he used Ihem,” 

This is an illustration of the mystic operations 
of the "mystic brothers. Chatles Wilton musi 
be delivered from jail by " Masonie nid," bul 
not hy ledgunid. Ti must not he known, even 
16 the common brotherhood, that he is nssisled 
by Masonry. If it should ho known Ihal indi- 
vidual Masons did aid him, they bove Willon's 
ecrtificate that the craft had nothing to doin 
tha matter of bis liheralion. And when he re- 
turns wilh Ibe all-sufüelent proof of his inno- 
cence (ag ha doubltess does), and has anolber 
Irial before a court and jury of Iho "mystic 
brothers," aided by myetic counsclors on both 
sides, he ienot only cleared of even the suspicion 
of crime, but he is orowned a lero and king, 
no mntler how guilly, and his real guilt, nnd 
the criminal '' Masonic aid" which ba lns re- 
eeived in eecaping justice, are not seen lo the 
world, nor known lo many Mnsoce. Hence, it 
Frae- Masonry is aecueed of resoning lim from 


justice, tho Masons who bave tbe best character 


and tba best influence over outsiders are reaily 
Io-teslify Ibat Masonry bad nothing to do with 
his relense; indeed, they did not know tbat il 
bad. Thus the shrewd suthor of this tale illus- 
trated bolb the method of giving "Masonic aid'* 
1o criminal brolbers, and aleo that of concealing 
suob nction from the world, Even Masons, nol 
initiated into the deeper mysteries of this mystic 
instilution, are not allowed to soe ita evil work- 
ings, This passage in Ibis tale answers the oft- 
repeated question, '* Why do not the good men 
in tho order see its evil, if there is so much evll 
init?" The reason is, becauss such evils are 
dono by individuals and not by organie action, 
nnd eneh individual membere os ennnot eounte- 
nance sneh conduct are not let into thesa evil 
Secrets. 

And still this conduot ie Masonic action; for 
Mr. Morris tasebes us that tho aid rendered 
Charles Willon, though secret nnd individual, 
wns "Masonio aid." This method of rendering 
Masonic aid, Ibat no stigma might fall upon 
tha eraft," is thus grnpbieally set forth hy Mr. 
Morris. Good men would not be culled npon 
to render eneh aid to criminals, There nre had 
men enongh in the order (o do all this kind of 
work for their bad brethren, end Mr. Morris 
tells us bow they do this work, and conceal it 
from the better men af Ihe eraft.” 

^T. "Wilton flees; his escape fs discovered: 
he is pursued, Inthe pursuit two Masone enter 
into donversniion nbont bim, as follows: 

Ufwo of tbe men, appreaching a tree that 
shellcred Charles, commenced conversnlion ina 
low tone: *This is no better than I expected, 
and we have only been chasing some poor negro 
who had gone out to rob a melon-patel, and 
was seented by the hounds. This man Wilton 
is no simpleton to run right back to tbe village 
in this way; and if ha bns got half the sense 
that be showed on tbe trial, be is many a mile 
from here by Ibis time. But, afer all why 
should we wish to take bim? Nay, why should 
we not ralher prefer to sé8 him escape? J de- 
clare, upon tbe word of n Muson, tbat while 1 
was tearing throngh thal enne, and risking my 
neck In the chase, I was all the time hoping 
‘that be might get clear. That sign which he 
mnde yesterday warmed my heart towards tim, 
and one of the comtuilleo teld me Ibai he had 
‘been Masler of a lodge in another Stato." 


"1 The sign wos a touching one, responded 
the othor; -hut Ido not understand Ihut my 
Masonie obligations are opposed lo the laws, 
nor would I connive in any manner at his esoape.’ 

*' 1E oonfess my sympathy with every brother 
in distress, replied tha first speaker; ‘and. 
though I do respect iha laws too biglily o assis! 
in breaking them, yct I felt bound fo add my 
sonlrihution when the eommilies solieiled jt; 
ond, however guilly he may bo, I eannot help 
wishing his cveaps, if ouly Ibal hs may reponi 
Al any rata, you will admit that it is as little as 
the craft ean do (0 a suffering member to reliave 
him, and Ibere is no Jaw that forbids the cxer- 
eise of oharily.’ " 

This dialogue ie designed to illustrate tho 
different views whieh different Masons take of 


chararler as n murderer, But ono docs not see 
it to he bis duty to nil him; the other does, 
and reminds his comrade that "there is no law 
thal forbbls the exerciso of gharily.'* 

Now, this ie true even in the third degree. 
Thero is no faw in this degreo that forbids a 
Muson of Ibat degree to sssist a murderer of 
the sime degree |o escape, The thint degree 
doce noc reġulre it, nor does it forlig it. So 
Masons of this degree often differ as to the ex- 
teni of their obligations in sueh ouses; hence, 
each one must havo tho liberty to interpret his 
ewa duly. And if oné member sees il 10 be his 
duty lo aid the mast criminal brother, and ren- 
ders bim that aid, his brethren who differ wilh 
bim dare not 10 oppose nor Io expoze his notion, 
if Ihey chauce lo know what it is, Me helps a 
brother in distress, aud "thero is no kw that 
forhids tho exerciso ef charily"; but hero ia a 
law thal forhids an »sposure of euch conduct,

SPURGEON AND THE TABERNACLE, 


The most noted preacher in Great Britain is 
Spurgeon. He is comparatively young, baving 
commenced his carcer in London about fourteen 
years ago, Stendily has he advanced in pulpil 
power and influence unlil his popularily bas 
becomo settled upon a permanont basis. In 
person he is notatiraclive; nor do his external 
qunlilies foretoken an oratory that eways the 
Ihoursnds who every Sabbath bong with deligh! 
upon bis utlerances. 

Spurgeon's power ag a preacher lies in s 
voice full, sweet nnd far-reaching; in words 
filly chosen; in stores of chnsle imagery; ina 
countenance espressivo of deep and varying 
emofions, in n knowlodgo of the soripturce and 
of human nütore, and wilh allof Ihese high 
qualities conscerated by a deep and fervont 
Piety, Mo glows with a celeefinl Gra, Losing 
sight of, bimsolf, he is wholly eonoerned in ad- 
vancing the glory of Christ nnd the salvation 
of souls. " 

His exeeutive and administrativa power ig 
wonderful, It has filled one chureb to over- 
owing, nnd bas completed another of vasi 
proportione, in which every Sabbnib five thou- 
sand people of all classes scat themselves, and 
listen in breathless silence for an hour to bls 
simple expositions. Hs touches tbe pathetic 
chords, and tears drop lika rain; aud the 
ballelujalis of that vast Ibrong ring, like nn 
echo from lienven, when they rise and eing the 
closing anthem. 

Spurgeon isa worker. He is not satisfied to 
preach. He must «ce that some good ie being 
done, Planling and wateribg is not the end 
with bim, He looks for the inerease,, His im- 
mense membership is divided up into working 
forecs, that so, by a division -of lubor, hey 
may sprend themselves over n broad and pro- 
duetive field, He docsn't sit in bis casy-ebnir 
nndeay go; be leads the van. He heads the 
army of workers, as every minister should, 
His staff officers—ihe deacons—are expceted to 
enrry oul bis plans of usofulness and rrport to 
biu òf their Sneeéss, Their duties (ake in the 
Sunday schools, chureb visitations, mission. 
halls, oto. They are to explore Ihe dens of 
London depravily, and so reach all classes with 
healing ang purifying watere of the gos pel. 

During the lust year siz hundred eouls were 
added to the church, making nn average of 
Twelve for eneb Sabbath. These sis hundred 
new recruile wera immediately incerpornted 
into the great working foree already in active 
eervice, What a powerto do good, under God, 
must such a ehureb be! 

Beside! training aud guiding these men and 
women in obristian netivilies, Spurgeon has set 
up a school of the prophets, in order to prepare 
for christian work young men of promisa who 
ars to bs ministers and missionaries among Ihe 
degraded ond destitute. He superinlends this 
matier himself, and spplies to its support all 


cendemns, he denoune 
Mo is nt no pains to please men, esccpl for their 
edification. Somo may call bim oosrse, and 
others oharge bim with fannticism; but we 
douht if Ibero is in Eogland or America n 
prenoher who comes uearer to tho great Exem- 
| plar thon he who ministers in the Tabernaolo, 
ora church in Chrislenlom where Ibo spirit 
anil life of Irue piely is more fully developed,

Inateud 
of increasing the influcnce of the initialed, il 
contracts and wenkons that influeneg; instead. 
of promoting tha spiril of universal brotherhood 
ns the lodge men boast, their ecctet severe Ihut 
general bonil, and begets the epirit of enste wilh 
all its baleful tendencies, 

Secrecy a virtue} It is tbe virtue of Iho 
fallen, Fig leaves were naversowed for eover- 
ing until inoovence wae lost, The deeper one 
sinks in corruption and iniquily Ibe more ocea- 
sion he line for secrecy, and that aceneion di- 
miniebes just in proportion as one rises In the 
palh of trne reformation mutil he rerehee tho. 
blessed eatate of the spirile of the just made 
perfect, when hg is perfectly Lappy, beeause 
perfectly wililng, joyfully willing, to hove all 
the universe see him ns God doce. 

Secrecy a virlue! Ssintsnnd angclein heaven 
have noseeretsto keep; while the misory of the 
most atrovious einner rosults largely from tho 
burden and hondage of secrels upon their dou- 
seiences whieh lhey will not oast off by eon- 
fession, Tho oppression and anguish which 
tha bearing about of these eeerets causes ie vo 
great that they are often fain to secure n mo- 
mentary and partial relief by confessing them 
‘gn tho square" or under tbe fifih libation. 
Tbus guilly souls strive 1o Iceen Iheir lond of 
secrel misery by inereasing the load of secrecy 
whieb their companions hava tọ bear. Every 
seeret isa trammet and weight of whioh it In 
our wisdom to rid ourselves às soon and as 
perfectly as possible. Some secrete have to bo

great impertance. 

My love fer my country haa never been in lhe 
least degree diminished by my distaace frem 
ít, or hy length or abseneo. Gn the contrary 
it has been greatly inoronsed hy comparing it 
wlth other countries, through whieh I have 
traveled and In which 1 have resided. 

When in foreign lands, I have often felt as 
the captive Jewe did by the rivers of Babylon, 
and havo often said of my country ae they did 
of theirs, "1f I forget thee,” G Amorica, “let 
my right hend forget hor eunning. If I do not 
remembar thee, let my tongue cleaya to tha 
roof of my mouth; if I prefer not” America, 
"above my chief joy. 

Ilove my countrymen in the east and in the 
west, inthe north and In tho south, and pray 

that we may all yet bo nnited in lore, and that 
we may all noits in doing good to onr fellow- 
mon, who de not enjoy the civil and religlons 
privilleges which wo enjoy; and thus do the 
work, whieh I believe, God has raised ns up as 
a nation to perform. Y

It attempts to sot up another government 
within the jurisdiotion of the estohlished gov- 
ernment, and to oxeroiso a euperiority over it, 
and over its subjects. It mattoro not whether 
that hody enforces its laws in ecorot or openly, 
it is a treusonahle body. But Free-Masonry 
does olnim, with ito eubjects, thie superiority 
ovor the civil goyernmont where it oxista, and 
to a frightful extent, It exorciaes this authority. 


it threstons to kill all members who roveal its 


seorots, and it hna executed this threat upon 
eoms victims, and has forosd multitudes of 
others to lio, and even to perjnro themenlves, 
in its interests, hy those throntaned penalties. 
This is a sin and crime against whioh tbe 
ohurch should lift its voice as againet any other 
atrocious wickedness. It is a trengonable of- 
fenco which the oivil governmont should repel 
as it would an invading army. How much 
Masonsy hos Jono in this country to encourage 
rehellion, ond how much it is now doing to 
make treasonablo aots honorable, will never bo 
known until we have fuller revelations of its 
secret workings. That it did notbing to prevont 
rebellion, and that it now doce nothing to mako 
it odious ie teo apparent. Tt ie partioularly a 
southorn institution singo the Morgun murder 
in the north, and its dark power hau ever been 
on the dark side. Tho neblo nnd true men of 
that order who bava defended their country nre 
excoptions in tho fraternity who ought to he 
out of it, for they aro now compelled by the 
strongest bonds, to fellowship and to protect 
the worst of criminals.

THE SQUARE AND COMPASSES. 


Tho light of modern sclonos is making sed 
work with the pretonsione of Masonry. At the 
timo when Maeonry was estoblished, we ore 
willing to beliovethot the square and compnss 
were qeneidered by Masons os tho vory highest 
order ef symhols for the expression of sacred 
sentiment; hut eines that period, the arts and 
écienecs have gene heyond more right angles 
and equilateral triangles aa means of deter- 
mining points, heoringe enil measurements, ond 
have made the oircle the great instrument in 
ouch matters, 

The equare and compass will aneiver fer the 
purposes of carpentry, and fer some of those of 
Masonry, hut they oannet meneure tho heavens, 
and enoble us to find ont Ged by tracing eut 
his werks there, and publishing his designs 
and thoughts in establiohing tho starry systems 
of the universe. Fer this purpose tho circle, 
and soxtont, or quadrant, or some instrument 
of the kind, nre necessory,—something thst 
wos never dreomed ef at the tlmo when scoret 
collusion was estoblished hy a get ef ignerant 
men, and called by them Moscnry—"diving 
Masenry.” ; 

The diference between the powers of the 
square end oompass, and those of the circle ond. 
qusdrant, furnish a good illustration ef the 
differonce between Masonry and religion. As 
the square nnd eompase nro generally used for 
mere earthly mutters, for the huilding ef 
houses, oto., while tho elrele nnd quadrant en- 
ahlo us to lenvo the earth, aspiro to the heavens, 
and detorminr thoir method, order, timea and 
weasons, eo Mueonry, in ite highest place is all 
enrthly, material, crafty, mubile, eophistical, 
eto, while roligion, leaving theso things be- 
hind, denle with henvenly things, nnd with 
maltere that eenceru the immorinl, tho eternal. 
imieresie of man. Aa the ignorant, yet ernfty 
men who establiehed Masoury, and those who 
koepit up, know and know little or nothing 
of tho powers ef the eirclo, so their myetic 
rites show the sama want of knowiedge of true 
religion. The south een ivlendor might as well 
held up ono ef his grinning ldols ns n symbol 
worthy of boing worn on tho celinr of tho coat, 
asthe Macon might offer hie equnrc and com- 
pase for the truo christion's respect. For our 
own part, wo hnd ne lief ocs a winister of 
Christ with a fono of tho Ephesian tempie of 
Dinnn pinned to his gnrmente, ag to see him 
thus exhibiting the equare and compass. We 
should respect hie Intelligence, wisdom nnd 
piety just as muoh in ono caso ns in the other. 

In fnot, nothing appears to us moro unmen- 
ly, eonrse nnd vulgar, thon to seo a young 
mon with pomatumed hair, a niee clean collnr, 
and the square nnd compass estontatiously dis- 
played upon hie broeet. He ie like a platter 
all nicely oleaned on the outside, while tho in- 
side ie rovoltingly filthy; for no ono onn thue 
chow the equare and oompase without implying 
that ho is ready for double-denling, that he hae 
two fncee, one for the dark nnd the other for 
tho light, that he is reody to givo and roecive 
fnyore with oome pereone while he ie not with 
others, thnt he would not eeruple to toke ad- 
vantage ef n oollnsion and secrot nnderstand- 
ing to the injury of others, and in short, thot 
heis a man whose prineipies may be hent to the 
vory shape of any oiroumstance. No man of 
any just or refined tosto would make n show of 
such a eymhol. 

As a general rulo it may be Inid down asa 
faot, that it is the violous and designing who 
make uae of symbols, nnd it is the ignorant 
who are misled by them. The best woy to im- 
pese upon aman js Ñret to acoustom him, as 
tho Masone do, to attach importance to eiges, 
eymbols, and things which nre not worthy of 
it.

The Eptseopal church, rightly enough, has pro- 
hibited ito ministers fram heoring arus: let 
them now he prehihited from teaching that e 
eret and. villaincus collusion with Jewo and in- 
fidele is ono and tho suma with tho obristian 
religion. Lot them he restramed from play- 
ing the part of ehnploins or Orand High 
Priests to lodges of Masons.

fre ot varlance every way with mon's reapoosi- 
bilities. To ask a person to heeeme a momher 
of one of these assecintlonn in the manner they 
proposo, ts dishenering te his rational noture 
Of all the varled forms of immorality among 
men, not one can ho specified which ne effecti- 
ally, fer the timo, ignores a man’s intellect, and 
reduces hin to tho atatus ef a ereoture void of 
reason, as the preeess of goining membership 
in one of these societies, 

I havo eften wondered how intelligent men. 
ceuld ao far forget themselven ns to ignore their 
intellects and pledge their sonls in the very 
solemm (rather hemthenish) manner they do to 
o pelicy of the principles and object of which 
they had no previeus knowledge. If o man is 
justifiable in Inciating on any right inseparable 
from his ruticnal nature, ho is fer that of heing 
allowed to judge of ibo moral qnalities of any 
cause or measure proposed fer his adoption. Te 
deny him this right i» equivalent to a direct at- 
tempt to defraud him of his humonity, and sink 
him te à level with the irrntionol animal. 

Whatever he the representations of the vir- 
tuous eharnoter of these secictiem, if any one In 
appronched by the memhera belonging te any 
ef them with a view to indace him to jein them 
at tne expenso ef. bis judgment and coneoienco, 
ho ought to repel them ae enemies to the propor 
dignity of man, und denpieers of the imago nf- 
ter which he wna formed. 

No mon ean, for n moment, ceneietently with 
hie nccountahility, entertain such n propeeition 
without degrading himself in n most uehecom- 
ıng manner. And yet it is perhaps the caso 
that comparatively fem of thoss who unito with 
these associations ære aware of the disrespeei 
they submit to in thus blindly taking upon 
them obligations to the secrecy they impose.

What right hove those aecret. sseopistions te 
make thoir first proposition te a candidate for 
momhership in the form of a demand that he 
must forswear bis humnnity, ond subject hie 
soul to a bondago more abject than that which 
the vassnla of heathenism onduret What is 
there belonging to virtue, or any wny connected 
with the moral interests of mon, which obliges 
these seeret orders to malo nn entrance into 
their halls the euhvorsion of mental and morai 
freedom, halding the initinted hound to seereoy 
under tho most terrlfio penalties thnt can he 
imposod hy men! Con euch sszoointioes he 
any thing eleo thno an unholy device to undor- 
mine sound religion and morality, nnd effectu- 
nily eceure the sclfisb ends of those belonging 
to them? 13 

I trust the Cxsioevnz will bo successful in im- 
pressing their truo character upon the puh'ie 
mind; and also, that.it will rcoeivo an amount 
of patronago which will mako its vojoe startling 
to the inmates of tho hells of eeoreoy through- 
out tho land, Wa, Opvnn.

Daniel E. Sickles took his pistol and went in- 
lo the streets of Washington with tho deliher- 
alo purpose of taking the life of Keyes, whioh 
he accomplish ed in daylight, and hofore nimer- 
ous wilnesses, and yet ho easily esespcd eon- 
viotion of murdor, 

Gen. Cole, doubtless eneoursged hy this 
precedent, took his journey from Syraense to 
Alhany in order to murdor Hiscock, and did it 
openly, and yst ho was acquitted on (he ostsn- 
sible ground that while the foct of the killing 
wee cerlain, and ho was undoubtedly eano the 
momont heforo and the moment after, yet tho 
jury were not certain that he was enne al the 
precise instant of shootiog ! 

What mookery of justios! you excloim, and 
who on earth can sver he convioted of any 
crime according to that preeedentt, Certainly 
noone. Such trifling with justieo is bsncaih 
contempt, and tha judges who will counsel such 
verdiels, and the juries who will consent to 
them, nro perjured, and acsesseriee nftsr the 
faci to the orimes they thua refuso to punish. 
Bul these precedente arehecoming so numerous 
thal they nre establishing a eort of common low, 
and instances of lovs-and-jeslousy-murder aro 
hecoming matters of alarming frequensy, inso- 
much that political editors whe are nol aceuscd 
of any hias towards puritanio strictness, nro 
proposing, hy way of estiro upon the licentious 
loxness of the oriminal jurisprudenon of tho 
day, that n low he estahlishod licensing every 
ono to shool down any mnn who oxcoeds his ideas 
of propriety in hie attonttots to hi3 wife. An- 
othor proposes to amend hy adding "or lo hie 
intendsd.” Another adds "or to her clothes or 
shoes." And another would amand by suhsti- 
tuting for the wholo a general ioenao to Amer- 
ican citizens Lo “ehoot down whomeoover they 
shall adjudgo deserving of such treatment at 
thoir soversign hands.” And satiro apart, to 
just such rssults is this laxness of the ministers 
of justice tending. n 

THE OTUEU EXTREME. 


But at the very time when thie tendency ie 
hoing eo etartlingly developed, self-constituted 
tribunals oro starting up undar various names 
and forma, euch as Vigilancs Committoes, Reg- 
ulators, Ku Klux Klans, eto.,ond infiioting eum- 
mary punishments without jndge or jury on 
whomsoever chonces to bo obnoxious to thoir 
personal displeasure. They may hs the viola. 
tors of law, or they may ho tho ndyooates of 
political or religious sentiments which Ihs moh 
abhor, or they msy he only personal enemies 
or rivale, or only suspeeted of tbeas things. The 
fury of tho moh once aroused and sel in motion 
knows no discrimination nor merey. Men 
aro driven from thoir homes to wander in destl. 
tution; they ars tarred and feathered; thoy 
ars crnelly whipped, and braised, and tortured; 
thoy aro murdered in their own doors, or drag- 
ged from thoir heds to bo tled up and shot; 
they sro taken from tho protection of prisone 
and shoriffe to bs hung until they ars dead; and 
this is heing done, not in the south merely, hut 
almost all ovor tho land. This is no fancy pic- 
turo, these are tho extremes of lenity nnd sever: 
ity which are haing manifoeted together in onr 
notion al the presont crisis as never hefore, 
and which indicate tha operation of morol 
forces, both great and malignont in their ohar- 
acter, and portend n roign of terror and anar- 
ohy, unless n remedy is econ found nnd applied. 

Now we arosaticfied that theso scomingly op- 
posito extremes result from the some enuse. 
Ono adversary, tha devil, etImulatea them both; 
ond he compneses bis diroful end by indneing 
men to cast off tha authority of God's law, 
wherein justioo and bonovolenoe, guided hy 
pure knowledgo, become barmonious, nnd not 
in perfect éoineldonee to secure tho greatest 
good of tho greatest number. Distrust that 
coincidence, let honovolenco dogenorate to blind 
sympathy, and justice lo rovongo, and the forces 
of human government aro liko an engine wilh- 
out ahalanoo-wheel, the powora remain, but in 
proportion te thoir greatness is the wreck and 
ruin whioh resnlte from tbeir aotion.

Can any man 
question the intluence of this faot io-hie acquit- 
tal nÌmost by acclamation? Ës thoro any rengon| 
to doubt that General Cole hed taken the pre-| 
caution lo ensure the henefit of the eame kindi 
of insurance hefore he took tho Ingdl risk of 
aseassinating Iiscock? On the other hand, ean 
any man douht that the masked regulators who! 
with suck’ consummato ekill effeeted iho murder | 
of the Reno's and their band had enjoyed the 
henefit of being drilled In the arts of evoial ae- 
ereey im the “moral and benevolent" seoret or- 
ders of the day? And ie it not ovident from 
tho testimony of Rov. E. Tsplny in hie recent 
disclosures that even the Ku-klux aro meroly| 
one of tho sido degrees of Froo-Mosonry? for 
how olse onn it boos ho effirms, that ambi all 
their outrages, whoro ho hns had personal 
knowledge, they bavo never killed a Mason, ond 
that notwithstanding Masone have often heen as 
loyal and as ohnoxious a4 any one otse.

Whils theso organizations exis, thsy nre so 
many governwents within a government. Eve- 
ry logitimate power is weakened nnd frustrated 
hy this hidden power behind ths throne. Error 
is insuleated, truth is neutralized. Inthe whole 
department of religion and morals, everything 
is corrnpted and counterfeited. Truth falla in 
our streets, and equity cannot entsr. The whole 
morn] and spiritual tendency [s to seneunlity 
und worldliness and essential paganism, If 
thers he anything valuable in repuhliean liherty 
ant established equily, anything truo in the 
gospel of Christ, or snything precious in ‘his 
gront solvation, all ie imperiled and bloated hy 
this darkness ot noon.dny, whersin the prince 
of dnrkaess dwells and all ths works of dork. 
mess flourish together. Gur hopo ie—sur only 
hope, that Christ our King will destroy thin 
darkness and itə prince by the hrightnees of 
his coming. m.

Having deposited tho coffin 
ovor the grove, they then marched, I think 
three times around the grave, Ibs Nigh Prieet 
foremost, then tho man hearing tho Bible, 
thon tho mon with ths sword, then tho four 
men with the long poles, and then, (ss I sup- 
poso), the privato memhors followed. Thon 
tho High Priest read several pages out of a 
book concorning the hrevity of mon’s days, tho 
uncertainty of human lifo, the solemnity of 
death, tho importauce of preporation for that 
solemn changs, etc., ete. Ali was read in a very 
plaintive, solemn, touching tone. Then they! 
marohed ngain uround tho gravo pinging a 
meuruful dirgo, marshing I think again twieo 
or thrice around tho grave. Tho Inst timol 
they passed eround tho grave, each memhor 
oost n small sprig of pine on tho eoífin-lid, and 
tho High Priest laid a whito (muslin) apron 
of onc of ths menibers on ths coffiu-lid, calling 
it a lambskin, on emblem of inneoency, Then tho 
High Priest, who is not n memher of any 
church, offered or rather rend a long prayer, 
and ali tho msmbhers at tho end of almost every 
sentence (er paragraph) would any, "o mote it 
be" Idon't know what they meon by it. It 
is not good English, and itis not Latin, Now, 
whot they mean hy carrying the Biblo open, 
and whol tbose long poles ara for, and what is| 
the object of tho aword, and what they intend 
hy the sprigs of pine, why they Iny an apron 
on tho coffin, and what they intend by march- 
ing 60 often around the grave, etc., I do not 
know, yet I would like tg know. Perhaps the 
Cyxosvre can tell. Out of the wholo number 
of about thirty members present, (I know about 
tha half of them), only threo were memhere of 
any christian obureh, and they not any hetter 
than tha low requires.

Young lade fre- 
quently appeared in the streots of London, 
elad in aprous and adorned with pebbles, in 
mimiery of a olass of men whom they conaid- 
cred supremely ridiculous, By the eunning 
nd falsehood of the craft, they succeeded in 
laughing to scorn these faithful revelatioos, 
and hy high pretensiona aod artful management 
led a portion of the world to believo that their 
institution was very ancieot, scientifie, moral, 
charitable, divine aod religious, patrouized by 
ail tho patriarebs, prophets, wise men and 
saints of old; and that it has conferred greater 
biessings upon mankind thao any other insti- 
tution on earth, not even exceptiog the Cbrist- 
ian religion. The principles of tbe order had 
been transplanted ioto France, Germaoy and 
tho other kingdoms of Europe, and had begun 
to take a deep and extensive root even in 
Ancrics, From the commencement of the 
French revolution, however, some bad tho sa- 
gaclty to discover that this deluge of human 
blood and tho subsequeut anarehy of that na- 
tion, resulted not so much from the spirit of 
uatjonal hberty as from the principles of infi- 
delity, extensively propagated in every couotry 
of Europe, by means of secret associations. 
It waa seen that Deists aud Atheists availed 
themecives of the scorote of Free Masonry to

ADDE MARRELL AND PROF. ROUISQN,

If the 
design of secret socistios be good, n moro wn- 
fortunate badge they could not bave selected. 
If they bavo no sioister design whatever, as 
we are willing to think of many of tbo mem- 
bers as individuals, they unluckily possess the 
features which fit them for the grandest villnin- 
ica, Bearly beloved, “ehun the very nppear- 
ance of evil." 

Again, grieve not thy weak brother, nor 
eedlessly endanger the peace and concord of 
Chriet's church, Whetber witbor witliont rea- 
on, multitudes regard these secictica as 
combination against the rest of the world, a 
league for the exercise of an unjust favoritien, 
for etahhing the uninitiated in the dark and 
shielding the members from justice. Right or 
wrong, multitudes regard the pledging of life 
as the penalty of disclosing their secrets to be 
a crime akin to suicide, and tbe murder of 
those who violato thosc unlurful oaths by their 
mystie brothers, to he the legitimate carrying 
out of tho letter nod spirit of their obliga- 
tions, Right or wrong, multitudes rogurd the 
tawdry ornaments, superstitious ceremonies 
aud pompous titles of those ordere as too child- 
ish, tow Popisb, too despotio, too pagan for a 
Christian to couutonance. That to join the 
Christian religion to auch fantastical and het- 
rogeneous assomblages as these orders form, 
is to profane and pollute it.

Be it that rhis is all weakness 
and prejudice, yet these things being so, it is 
morally certain that oue brethren cannot con-

(if within our koowledge), or who does not e 
tnin a good, moral character.” 

This aoction was raferred to a committeo. 
In its roport, tha committco saya: !' The whole 
subject matter of this section is opposed to the 
spirit of Maconey; and your Committco have 
stricken from tho by-laws this scetion.” (Vol, 
x, p- 156.)

Prest. J. Brtawenanp— Dear Sir: Aa you|. 
requested, I will glve my reseons for my op- 
position to Free Masonry, after I havo stated 
what I learned of tho-cffect of Slavery ta the 
institution, heforo, nod during the trial of tho 
kidoappers and murders of Wm.

Victor, County of Ontario, N. Y., when I 
heard of tho kidknapping of Wm. Morgan and |.

Thos, Wright received n Land-bill, by 
David C. Miller, gi¥iog some acconnt of Mason- 
ie tranenctions, in teferonce to ondeavore hy 
the frotornity to suppress the rovelations of 
Masonry, made by.Wm. Morgan and :put in 
type by D. C. Miller, and, also to deal Mason- 
ically with theso two brethren. 
Wo invited threo or four neighhore to hear! 
it read; nnd we sont to D, C. Miller for hght 
on tho subject. Ile sent us a paper contalaing 
the proucedings of a mocting in Dntavin, in 
which was a fuller aecount of the kidnapping 
lof Morgan and Miller, - Wo gavo tho following 
notice. "A mee! is requested, at the Meth- 
odist Chapel, in the village of Victor, where 
will be made kaown the most nutragoous transac: | 
jona that ovor disgracedn ration.” The meot- 
ing was large, the resolutions and address pass- 
ed unanimously. I think a Committee of In. 
vestigation was chosen; nad John Sargent aad 
I were chosen to go to Batavia, to confer with 
tho Committco there. Other towne followod 
with meetings and Committecs; and at Datavia 
wet arranged for the Lewiston Committee. 
The Victor meoting was the second town meet- 
ing held, and the Leroy mécting hoing the 
third, In going to Datavis, wo mopped at the 
Leroy meeting, aod thero learned the partieu- 
lars of the masonic dealings with David C 
Miller. Leroy isa vilage about tweh les

There la one serious mistake made by many 
good peoplo whon they try to roform an inebrl, 
ato; and also with the incbrinte himsolf when he 
inakea an nffort. They rogard drunkennoss simply 
as asin and bring oll their offorts to bear on the 
conscience, But drunkenacss ie also a physical 
disease, and ehould ho treatod ns such. A 
drunkard may, by tha grace of Cod, he spirit- 
ually convorted and yet lis pbyacal disease may 
not be subdued. Joan Vino Hall (the eminent 
father of our brother Newman Hall) was a sio- 
cere Chrietian several yoars hofore he became a 
thoroughly eoher man. Ho would go occasion- 
ally right away from tho family altar and 
tho communion tohlo into a dosperate and dis- 
graceful, "epree" At length ho discovord that 
his only hope of rocovery from his disease lay in 
entire abstinenco from aX intoxicants, aud thon 
bo hecamo a curedgman. 

The eystem pursued in the best [nehrlato 
Asylume is to stop off tho patient at onco, 
and entirely, from elf alcoholic stimulents.— 
Gradual roform ia found to be impossible. And 
it is just from;tha enfeehlod, deranged nnd. poi- 
sened eystem of the poor tippler—thet the greet 
danger ond difficulty lies. For thia "devil" 
when he is "'cestout kars” his vletim frightfully. 

Just then the man ncode not only prayer, and 
the grace of God; ho also needs physical treat- 
ment of tho right kind. A member of my own 
ohurch who bad by tampering with tho sociol cup 
fallon Into tho dicoase of drunkonness—took 
a solomn oath of total abstinence "in reliance on 
tbe graceof Qod.” Dut he aJao used " Valerian" 
for eoveral days to keep up his ehatterd frame; 
he used moat wholosome diet, and ho kept res- 
olotoly away from'tlie sight and amell of every 
kind of intoxicant. Ho to-day is a cured man, and 
a dovotod Christian. 

One halfof tho drunkenness in the world 
epringe from mental misery; itle trouble which 
fille tho grogshops. , Mon drink to drown sorrow 
to braco up their shatterd nervos, or to forget 
for a fow hours their distrossea of body and 
mind. To help somo drunkards, we must do ail 
we can to relieve thom from the troubles that 
drive them to tho oup. A laboring man In tho 
neighhorhood fell Into drunkenness throngh 
poverty and want of employment. In reform- 
Ing him, our first step was to Induco him to sign 
a pledge, ond tho next was to got him ^ placo to 
work, The "Sons of Teuperonce" introduced 
him inte their fellowship and sympathy, bo is 
doing woll.

“the Sons of Temperance bave hut onn cere- 
meny which is not performed In publie ; that is 
the initiation all through." Be apeaks for’ 
secret temperance societies in general Be 
must be aware that the Good Templars and 
probably others have secretein addition to the 
pass-word and salutation. It is very pertinent) 
|o ek Mr. D., or any other friend of temper 
ance, why should such a trifling secret aa he’ 
makes it, divide its frionds and ereet barriers 
to cooperation? Why introduce an element of 
discord which the mass of its friends must 
repel conscientiously? Bow can we give credit 
to thn patroos of tbese orders for sincerity, 
when they express such strong desires for iti 
prosperity, and sot withhold their knowledge:

Nothing can bn 
more dangerous than snch triviality or tho patt 
of men ; for it is a farce that is almost sure to 
he followed hy a tragedy, Men cannet engage 
in nueh a solemn mockery without involvi 
thomsolves Ina net- work of Insincerities that 
will surely entangle them to thelr own hurt. 
There is no greater sourco of fables and falso 
rumors, at the preseot day, than Masonry and 
its numerous ramilicationaof secrot association. 
It teaches men the art of inventing, and spread- 
ing fables and rumors. To such an nxtent has 
thia been carried, ander thé reigna of slavery 
and Mormouism, beth of which tutions 
wero pillared on Masonry, that tho soeiety of 
tho elave States gud of Utah are ac helplosnly 
involved in, fables and rumors as was the soolety 
nf Asia Miner in the year of our Lord onc.— 
No, one llvlug in ouch *eoolcty' ean distinguish 
truth from thé mere invontions of "speculative 
Masonry;" and mao asks as helplessly nsdid Pi- 
Iate, — What is tho truth?” Such socloty, to 
one who has been acenstomed to livo where 
truth and manhood atil! provail over the inven- 
tiona of tho sublime brethren of thn "mystic 
craf¥;” is as intolorahle as tho infernal regiona 
A man-in the delirium tremens, at ite worst stage, 
witha spicing of nativo malico added, would ho 
hetter companionship than euch aoeicty. Even 
tho josults, bad and detestable as they were, 
could never excnl these, thoir modorn imitotors, 
in keeping a commuoity under a fog of myths 
and falsehoods. 
Our secret societies make a merit to tbem- 
aclvee of opposing the intriguos and plote of tho 
Romanists; but tbetr remedy is worse than the 
dischac, Betwotr two euch atools the intorasta 
of the commüntty come to tho ground. Tho, 
only propor romedy against thom hoth ia to 
teach fraok, open, manly, eincere and truthful 
deportment on all occasione, euch as becomes a 
gentleman, and to scorn thn manufacture of do- 
coiving fables and rumora, as we ehonid the 
telling of a direct falschood. 
A mm aurrendcrs bis independence and man- 
hood, gives up hie American hirthright, and bn- 
comen dependaut and cervile, to momont ho 
tioa himself by an oath to n socret society. Ife 
is no longer free to act, He may be .stopped 
from a genorous, independent course of aotloo, 
at any time, hy a sign, aymbol, myth, fuble, or 
dark saying. Like ao old woman, he may ho 
set to unravel thn hidden meanings of a lylog 
fable, whilo the moment in whieh bie manhood 
and his bonor hid him to net, ia passing by, nev- 
er to he recalied, Masonry takesa man off from 
tho platform of independence aod individuality 
on which Puritanism placed bim, and turus him 
over, n helpless slaye, hoand hand and foot, to 
the control of an ignorant, vnlgar set of con- 
irators against aociety. 
We have been led to theao remark by eceing 
a uotico in the Springficld Republican, that a 
member of the Masenobusetts Seoate bas iotro- 
dueed a hill for chartering the " Grand Lodgo 
of St. Ci "We bayo presumed that this 
"Grand Lodgo" must bn some scorat cluh whose 
oaths arc like those of tho Masons—barbareua 
and nnehristian. Thoname seams to import as 
much. But what ought we to thiok of tho con- 
dition of New Esgignd society, of puritanical 
eoniety, whoso motto is, "every tub to stand on 
its own bottom,” when the preposition to char- 
tera aocioty whose: principles aro wholly sub- 
vor&vo of the fundamental idea of New Eugland 
civilization, is recoived with aganuch coolness 
and matter-of-course indifference as if tho pro- 
posal had licen to charter a new college! Tbe 
law is xhus called in to charter an association 
which teaches the art of defeating and circum- 
venting oll lawl Governmont—rogular, open, 
legitimate Governmeot, is applied toto sanction 
a collusive, underground organization, whose 
toodonoy la to dostroy all Govornmeot buta 
despotic onc of ite own! The law, which ia for

is worked to give it protection to unchristian 
oaths, and to doath-penalties whicb it does not 
prescribe itself! It is to permit other men to 
administer oaths hesides those who aro appoin- 
ted hy statute! Whiln Massachusetts has Gov. 
ernors too tonder-hoarted to haug murderers, 
the Massachusetts Logislatuio is called on to 
charter a acarct society which prescribes a 
denth-penalty for breaking an lllogitinnte aath. 

But perhaps somothing may ho cotsidered as 
galued to eociety when Masonry condesceods 
to look to the law fora charter, having thus far 
deomad itsoll eufficiont to grant its own char 
tors—as much galned, at least, as was gnined 
hy the innocent, unsuspecting man who warm- 
ed a henumbed viper in his bosom. 

In conclusion, wo muet, frankly confess that 
we havo no positive kuewledge of what tho 
"Grand Lodge of St. Crispin" really is, oor of 
what it purposes to do; but If we woro to gws, 
we should suppose that it consists of shoe-ma- 
kers, whe, in asking for a logislativo charter, 
aro seeking pretoction against tholr fellow Wa- 
sons of the South, hy whom thoy havo besa 
defrauded, in farmer years, of many millions of 
dollars. If ooh iw gotuslly the vaso, would it 
mot he hettor that this " Grand Lodge" should 
apply for lta charter tv tho Legislature of Geor 
gin or Texas? All it would havo to do would 
be te surrender Its New England manhood and 
lis Now England prinolples; and thon it would 
bo -highly favored and pretnoted ju nll other 
respects.

But, according to thia 
logie, it must be an excellent thing to bo a 
fool, for tha word feol, oceurs oftener than se- 
ercey. In the esme discourse, thn clerical or- 
ator, slaughtered the opponents of ecerot 6o- 
cietins, with euch ebarp toxts as these. "A 
talehearer revealeth secrots, and a fool utter- 
eth all bis mind. Ho forgot to inform his

Free speech is guaranteed by the United 
States Constitution. It is of fundamental 
importance. If a community is to remain 
intelligent, self-respecting and self-governing, 
it must guard jealously its right to discuss, in 
an orderly assembly and unmolested, any 
institution or principle which affects society. 
To discuss individuals, however, and person- 
ally criticize or condemn them, is quite another 
matter, and the guaranty of free speech does 
not justify indulgence in personalities. 


Thru the encroachment of selfish 
interests and organizations and the 
indifference of the people this price- 
less birthright may be lost!! 


It was saved for us by our Fathers 
in the Civil War. 


Slavery had destroyed free speech in the 
South; and reaching into the north it had put 
a price upon the heads of men who wrote or 
spoke their convictions. It had even invaded 
the United States Senate and sought to stifle 


free speech, as was instanced by the assault 
on Charles Sumner and the attempt to mob 
Thaddeus Stevens. The Civil War saved not 
only the South, but also the North. Freedom 
of speech and the press were restored, and 
the Constitution was preserved. 


How shall we maintain our inheri- 
tance? 


The sons must perpetuate the fruits 
of the suffering of the Fathers. 


The old conflict must be fought over again. 
Bills have been introduced into Congress and 
into some State Legislatures to prevent criti- 
cism of established institutions. Today from 
every point of the compass we hear of the 
angry mobs preventing the discussion of the 
Catholic Church. If we are loyal sons we can- 
not be indifferent to the efforts of our "best 
citizens" to prevent the light from shining up- 
on any institution, Catholic or Protestant that 
seeks a shelter under the flag of the Union. 
We asa people have a constitutional right to 
be protected in uttering our approval or disap- 
proval of any church or institution, secret or 
open, without being browbeaten or attacked 
by anyone, be he high or low, in church or 
state.

The making use of the 
sacred influonee of the dead by way of a noisy, 
glaring public dwonetraiion, for the perpose 
of coutribntlug to some political idea, or for 
tho aggrandizement of some pohtieinn, wouid 
he more properly termed desccration day than 
decoration day. 

It io well known that the Grand Commandera 
of the Grand Army of the Republic fixed upon 
Sunday, tbe 30th of May, as the day for the 
grand ceromony, and why isit that in New 
England tbis arrangement has been disregard- 
ed?

Even the authorities, the plain Quakers—the 
Mayor and Council touehed their hats to thia 
imposing display of modern Knighthood, and 
our Republican President, General Grant, 
graciously granted a four daya leave of absence 
to all the Sir Knights in tho departments at 
Washington to attend tha celebration,
